BOOK PLACES 
I HAVE visited many a city where 
* I have walked block after block, 
hunting for a good bookstore—and 
finished up by finding none. 
In 
those same cities, however, I have 
passed many a saloon. They are not 
hard to find, where it is legal for 
them to exist! 
A city with plenty of bookstores, 
well located, is a fine comm entary 
on the intelligence and good th in k ­ 
ing of th a t place. And so is a fine 
library. 
I don’t care where you 
place a good library, it will be found 
and used. The hum an mind is for­ 
ever hungry, forever searching for 
th a t w’hich nourishes and enriches 
it. 
Cities put on big campaigns, and 
spend money to build parks, band­ 
stands, 
and 
other 
institutions — 
which are always good and useful— 
and they grow enthusiastic over 
raising money for many a good 
cause, but too m any of them neglect 
giving to their people one of the 
finest and most useful of all in sti­ 
tutions, a well-equipped and beauti­ 
ful library. 
My adm iration for a city Jumps 
sky-high when I note its pride in 
a fine library. I consider it the one 
—if not the foremost—essential in ­ 
stitution th a t a city should establish. 
An institution where the poorest 
may come and drink freely from 
tile springs of knowledge. 
B ut valuable as is a library th a t 
is free to all who may choose to 
gain from it, there is nothing like 
gathering an intim ate, well-loved 
library of books of one’s own—and 
you have to get most of them a t 
your local bookstore. 
He who is intim ate with books 
usually has learned to do his own 
thinking, for every book stim ulates 
thought in some degree. We learn 
from books in the same m anner 
th at w’e learn from friends—per­ 
haps to a larger degree. Books are 
silent friends. 
So it is that a bookstore represents 
a place where we go to com m uni­ 
cate, or talk with, silent friends— 
often taking one or two of them 
home with us. I often invite a dozen 
or so to leave their chosen place 
upon (lie shelves, or tables, of the 
bookstore!

pleasurable than to run a book­ 
store, or shop, as some are called. 
Every’ enc is an asset to any town 
or city.

Harrisburg, Jan. 8 (AP)—Demo­ 
crats in the Pennsylvania legisla­ 
ture. wielding a big stick in the 
house at least, served notice today 
they looked without favor on the 
program for the 1941 session as pro­ 
posed by Governor A rthur H. Jam es. 
W ithout exception/the leaders of 
the democratic party which controls 
the house, 126 to 82, but trails in 
the senate, 18 to 32, voiced vigorous 
opposition to the governor’s pro­ 
posals in the wake of his opening 
message to the assembly yesterday. 
Jam es Asked for Political Truce 
Jam es proposed harm ony in the 
politically-divided legislature for the 
sake of the national defense pro 
gram so th a t Pennsylvania "could 
become the arsenal of America.’ 
The message, convening the 134th 
session of the state’s general as 
sembly, 
brought 
expressions 
of 
praise from the republican*. 
Jam es asked an 
“arm istice 
on 
politics,” suggested the state civil 
service be extended, enlargem ent of 
state hospitals, construction of a 
new executive mansion for the next 
governor, a broad new highway con 
struction program, liberalization of 
unem ploym ent compensation 
pay­ 
ments, a drive against fifth col­ 
u m n ists and outlawing any sub­ 
versive political parties. 
Democrats Are Caustic 
“Just, a lot of words,” said Sen­

“Outside of liberalizing unem ploy­ 
m ent compensation, there’s n o th ­ 
ing to it,” said Thomas Kennedy, 
form er lieutenant governor and sec- 
retary-treasurer of the United Mine 
Workers.

“I can’t see why the republicans 
and the dem ocrats can’t easily go 
along with the program as set up by 
the governor," said Rep.

To accomplish some kind of h a r­ 
mony, Governor Jam es and M ere­ 
dith Meyers, the democratic state 
chairm an, planned a conference to­ 
day 
in the executive’s office, at 
Jam es’ request. 
Senate Change* a Rule 
Republican s e n a t o r s overrode 
dem ocratic protests and adopted an 
action allowing them to change or 
suspend the rules of the senate on 
a simple m ajority, 36 votes.

viously, tw o-thirds of 
the 
senate 
m em bership or 34 votes was re­ 
quired. 
“A political blunder,” was S ha­ 
piro’s summation. He rem arked that 
two democratic votes are needed by 
the republicans to confirm any ex­

Track Only2~Ft. Wide 
But Road Is 21 Miles 
Long 
Maine is to lose its sixteen miles 
of 
narrow-gauge 
t o y 
railroad,” 
known as the Bridgton and H arri­ 
son, extending from Bridgton Junc­ 
tion to Bridgton*. 
In a decision handed down in 
W ashington, an exam iner recom ­ 
mended 
to 
the Interstate Com­ 
merce commission th a t the railway 
company be perm itted to abandon 
the line. 
This will be a sad blow to h u n ­ 
dreds of am ateur railroaders who 
ride the iron horse as a hobby and 
who long have adm ired the tiny 
locomotives and cars of the B. Sc H. 
The road was built In 1882. be­ 
tween Bridgton and Bridgton Ju n c­ 
tion. 
In 1898 it was extended to 
Harrison, m aking a total length of 
twenty-one miles, a t which *tlme it 
was known as the Bridgton and 
Saco River railroad. 
The Bridgton 
and H arrison, with sixteen miles of 
track, is the successor road. 
H ie gauge of the track is two feet; 
the freight cars are small, with a 
capacity of from 30,000 to 30,000 
pounds; the engines are diminutive 
in proportion. No one has ever been 
killed or seriously injured on the B. 
dc H. In the old days the road car­ 
ried many passengers and m erchan­ 
dise m anufactured in nearby mills. 
T he business gradually dwindled to 
alm ost nothing. 
Last July eight New Englanders 
who have made railroading a hobby 
all their lives hired the road one 
Sunday for tw enty-four hours, and 
they had a lot of fun running two 
engines, a gas-rail passenger coach 
and several freight and passenger 
cans. — Boston Evening Transcript.
